Insurance Man Teils of 
Talk With Sheriff 
After Deputies Com- 
plained About Check 
Being Held Up. 


A witness testified today at 
the ouster trial of Sheriff Arthur 
C. Mosley of St. Louis county 
that he “gained the impression” 
from talking with Mosley that 
the sheriff wanted to share in a 
reward paid for recovery of 
whisky in a hijacking case. 

Mosley’s position regarding 
the reward has been cited by 
the state in its petition seeking 
the sheriff's ouster. State law 
prohibits a sheriff from re¢eiv-

compensation for performing 
his regular duties. 

The witness was Harold M. 
Angell, vice president of Apple- 
ton & Cox, Inc., a Chicago firm 
that handles payments for 
insurance firms, His company 
represented the firm that had 
offered a $1500 reward for re- 
covery of 625 cases of whisky 
hijacked from Gallatin Truck 
Lines here in 1952. 

Deputies Complained. 

Angell said he telephoned to 
Mosley after receiving a letter 
last June from Deputy Sheriff 
Elmer H. Mueller, now resigned, 
saying that the sheriff was hold- 
ing a $1000 check sent to Muel- 
ler and Nicholas P. Burke, anoth- 
er deputy since resigned, as a/| 
reward. 

Although Mosley did not spe- 
cifically ask for money or a 
share in the reward in his con- 
versation,. Angell said: “He 
thought the extra work he had 
done entitled him to considera- 
tion in the reward.” 

Mosley called attention to the 
fact he himself had worked sev- 
eral nights on the case, the wit- 
ness said. 

“TI told Mosley that we would 
see if we could give considera- 
tion to him in the matter,” An-

Another witness today was for- 
mer Deputy Mueller, who told 
yesterday of Mosley'’s refusal to 
give him and Burke photographs 
of suspects in the hijacking case. 

Mueller said he and Burke 
appealed to Mosley after Deputy 
Sheriff Harry Newbold, in charge 
of photographs and fingerprints 
for the sheriff's office, turned 
them down in their request for 
pictures. 

Although the photographs had 
been given by the sh s of- 
fice. to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the State 
Highway Patrol, Mosley rejected 
his .deputies’ request on the 
ground the pictures might in- 
‘volve his office in a civil suit, 
the witness said. 

“Did you ever attempt to-ob- 
tain from Newbold photographs 
of persons suspected in the hi- 
jacking case?” Assistant Attor- 
ney General Robert R. Welborn 
asked Mueller.

She was a surprise witness 
for the Government at the trial 
of five alleged Communists on 
charges of conspiring to advo- 
cate the overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment by force and violence. 
The trial before a jury of one 
woman and 11 men in the court 
of Judge Roy W. Harper will 
resume Monday.

Calls Certain Acts by

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP) 
— Senate Republican Leader 
Knowland of California, saying 
“You can’t draw a partisan line 
on patriotism,” took a stand with 
President Eisenhower and Vice 
President Nixon today for more 
temperate language in Republi- 


can criticism of the Democrats. 

“Personally, I've never gone 
in for blanket indictment of the 
Democratic party as an organi- 
zation,” Knowland told reporters, 
but he added that “there were 
certain acts in the prior Admin- 
istration subject to criticism,” 
and .declared the Republicans 
“would be derelict in their duty” 
if they didn’t criticize these 
things. 

Knowland said he would have 
more to say on this when he 
deliyers a Lincoln day speeth 
t. Louis tomorrow. 


Nixon Cautions G.O.P. 


Vice President Nixon advised 
fellow Republicans last night to 
avoid “indiscriminate” attacks 
on the opposition on the issue 
of Communism—a statement in 
line with President Eisenhower's 
earlier counsel against extreme 
partisanship. 

In the same speech, Nixon ac- 
cused the Democrats of losing 
at the conference table victories 
won in the war. 

Some Republican orators 
seemed to take a more moderate 
tone as Lincoln day -speech- 
making reached its peak on the 
anniversary of the Civil War 
rresident’s birth, but there were 
still plenty of accusations that 
past Democratic Administrations 
had coddied Communists or 
been outsmarted by them. 

Senator Jenner (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, in an address at Columbus, 
Ind., asserted that American 
troops sent to Korea “were sup- 
posed to be defeated.” He said 
“the Fair Dealers ... put every 
possible handicap on our armed 
forces” but the fighting men 
“went ahead and won the war.” 


“Botched the Peace.”

“Then the Fair Dealers and 
their Communist brain trust 
made one more mistake. They 
botched the peace our men had 
bought with their blood. They 
ordered our military leaders to 
ask Red China for an armistice.” 

Senator McCarthy of Wiscon- 
sin, who had said he could not 
“whitewash” what he calls “20 
years of treason” under Demo- 
cratic administrations to help 
win support for parts of Eisen- 
hower’s program, returned to his 
oft-voiced plea for a halt of 
trade with Red China.

26 when Kinberg tried to force 
his way into the Soviet embassy, 
the day after the Big Four con- 
ference opened in W8st Berlin. 
Kinberg was refused entry to 
the embassy, the spokesman said, 
and attacked East German police 
on guard there. Some reports said

“Gordon also resigned as presi- 
dent of the Commodity Credit 


Cerporation, the department’s 
$6,750,000,000 banking agency 
for financing price support op- 
erations. Department officials 
said. McConnell would not be 
named president of the CCC. 
They said no successor for this 
post had been picked yet. 

Gordon, a native of North 
Carolina, will return to his old 
post as assistant manager of the 
Southern States Farm Co-opera- 
tive at Richmond, Va. He was 
brought into the department 
last year along with Benson's 
original top appointments. 

The announcement made Gor- 
don the ninth to step out, or 
give notice of plans to do so, 
among the top-ranking officials 
Benson brought into the depart- 
ment when he took over a year 
ago. 

Differences Over Policy. 

Benson’s formal announcement 
made no comment on why the 
change was made, but it had 
become apparent in recent weeks 
that differences had arisen be- 
tween Gordon and Benson over 
farm policies and details of ad- 
ministration. 

Gordon was classed as one of 
the so-called “moderates” on 
farm prices who did not believe 
the Government should go as 
far in changing present farm 
programs as advocated by Ben- 
son. 

Furthermore, Gordon had 
come under criticism of some 
Republican leaders because he 
had depended heavily on hold- 
over officials from the Truman 
Administration.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12 — The 
old International Longshore- 
men’s Association will affiliate 
all its locals except those in the 
port of New York with John L. 
Lewis’s United Mine Workers at 
a meeting in Washington Tues- 
day, it was learned last night. 

The affiliation will be taken 
to afford the union protection 
against invasion by the new AFL 
Longshoremen’s Union of the 
ILA membership in seven No?th 
Atlantic ports and on the South 
Atlantic and Gulf seaboard. 
About 40,000 pier workers in 
these regions will be affected. 

New York locals cannot be- 
come affiliated with the UMW 
at the same time because of the 
collective bargaining election re- 
sults now pending before the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
Lewis's union has never com- 
plied with provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley labér law that would 
permit it to be on NLRB ballots. 

Met With ILA Leaders. 

Lewis invited the locals  out- 
side New York to come under 
the UMW umbrella in a confer- 
ence last week with Capt. Wil- 
liam V. Bradley, ILA president, 
other high ILA officers, and 
Lewis's brother, A. D. Lewis, 
who heads the mine workers’ 
catch-all unit, District 50. 

Capt. Bradley will continue to 
head the old ILA as an inde- 
pendent union in New York un- 
til'the final disposition of the 
bargaining election results. This 
could continue on through the 
spring should the NLRB decide 
to invalidate the election and 
call for a new poll. 

The seven locals in north At- 
lantic ports are known to be in 
favor of the affiliation move. 
Representatives of the southern 
locals had not been acquainted 
with. the affiliation plans, but it 
is expected that their locals 
would vote for affiliation with 
Lewis. 

To Head Off Meeting in South. 

The old ILA planned the af- 
filiation meeting for Tuesday to 
head off a meeting that had 
been arranged between repre- 
sentatives of the southern ILA 
locals and the AFL, which had 
made tentative offers to take 
them in intact despite its an- 
nouncements that it would not 
restore the old ILA to AFL af- 
filiation as a unit. 

The ILA was ousted in Sep- 
tember at the AFL’s St. Louis 
convention as being controlled 
by racketeers. Since the ouster 
a new longshoremen’s union has 
been chartered by the federa- 
tion. Joseph P. Ryan, ILA presi- 
dent, retired last fall, giving way 
to Capt. Bradley, who has prom- 
ised to reform the 69-year-old 
waterfront union.

But Gouzenko said today, as 
apparentiy he had before, that

a@ person described to him as a 
Soviet agent who was an assist- 
ant to the late Secretary of 
State Stettinius at the San Fran- 
cisco conferea:e of 1945.

It would be tedious_to go 
through all the many other 
items in the presidential pro- 
gram.

When the County Council meets to consider 
resubmission of the highway bond issue, it 
should keep in mind that this proposition lost at 
the polls on Tuesday by only 5035 votes. Here 
is how the votes were distributed:

These figures show very plainly that although 
the organized opposition to the highway bond 
issue was confined to University City and Clay- 
ton, those communities still turned out very 
substantial majorities in favor of the proposi- 
tion, only slightly smaller than in the rest of 
the county. 

The figures also show that if the County 
Council hopes to pick up enough support to 
put over the bond issue simply by dropping 
the Central Parkway in Clayton and University 
City, it may be disappointed. Since the bond 
issue was not beaten by Clayton and University 
City. votes, it probably cannot be passed merely 
by removing objections to it in parts of those 
communities. 

During the bond issue campaign the debate 
over the highway program centered very largely 
on that part of it which affected University City 
and Clayton. Yet those two communities ac- 
counted for only about one-seventh of the total 
vote. On the next try, much more attention 
should be paid to those communities which sup- 
plied the other six-sevenths. 
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Berlin Shapes Up 

Molotov’s diatribe against the proposed Euro- 
pean Defense Community and his proposal of a 
50-year security pact—for Europeans only—may 
have been his most sensational performance at 
the Berlin Big Four meeting. But they were not 
his most effective diplomatic stroke against 
Western defense plans. Indeed, they may have 
been partly for the record—and for home con- 
sumption. < 

But the Russian did score a success of sorts 
when the Western foreign ministers conceded 
that any agreements made with the present 
West German government in Bonn would not be 
binding on the new government of a reunited 
Germany. For the French, this raised the fear 
that, while EDC promised to kéep the proposed 
German military contingent under international 
control for at least 50 years, unification might 
mean an independent German army in a much 
shorter time. 

This fear can be offset, no doubt, by renewed 
British and American assurances to Paris. And 
as Walter Lippmann suggests, the French could 
help themselves by cultivating better relations 
with their German neighbors. Yet reports from 
Paris are that the prospect of EDC ratification 
has not been enhanced. 

Pressure for a Far Eastern settlement is great- 
er. The French are tired of the Indochinese war; 
the British are eager—for the sake of their pre- 
carious economy—to recover part of the China 
market; Washington has indicated that it would 
like to get on with the business of a Korean 
settlement, and Russia quite obviously wants 
to ingratiate itself with the Chinese Communists 
by winning for them some measure of interna- 
tional recognition. It is with these cards that 
the Berlin conferees probably will do most of 
their playing from now on, |

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Job for’the Next Legislature 


St. Louis County Coroner Willmann’s com- 
plaints about his limited authority and staff sug- 
gest that a close examination of the obsolete 
coroner system ought to be one of the first tasks 
of the next Missouri Legislature. 


True, Mr. Willmann’s authority is limited and 
his particular staff thay well be too small. But 
the trouble goes deeper than that. It goes to the 
very heart of the state’s medieval coroner sys- 
tem. In many parts of Missouri the office is a 
haven for the political hack. More than that, 
though, there are too many coroners and the 
system is both costly and inefficient. 


The medical-legal examiner plan has: proved 
itself a superior substitute and it ought to be 


adopted here. That would mean elimination of 


Mr. Willmann’s office and the office of every 
coroner in the state. In their places, a board of 
medical-legal examiners would be set up. 


This board would operate a number of offices 
throughout the state—perhaps five or six would 
be sufficient which, when properly staffed, 
could bring dollar efficiency’ and scientific ac- 
curacy to what in many places is now a wasteful 
and haphazard investigative procedure.

The ‘New Look’ Is Narrowed 


This policy was enunciated by United 
States Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles on Jan. 12. It was expounded 
by Mr. Dulles as a policy which would 
make it possible for the United Stat 
and the Western world “to get, an 
share, more basic security at less cost.” 


It since Bas been described by high- 
est officials of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration as the “new look” in United 
States foreign policy. 

But last week the scope of the new 
policy was narrowed specifically by 
Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson, 
.who declared that American retaliatory 
power involving atomic weapons would 
be used only when necessary “to pro- 
tect our freedom” and then only in the 
event of “a very substantial overt act” 
of aggression. 

And last week the great American 
“capacity to retaliate instantly” was not 
inducing Soviet reasonableness at Ber- 
lin; was not exe g any influence on 
the Italian litica 
touching affecting the deteriorating 
military situation in Indochina.

Gap Between the Old and New 


This situation exposes the basic dif- , 


ference between the “new” and “old” 
looks-in United States foreign and mil- 
itary policy—and also the reason why 
there is rising doubt about the ade- 
quacy of the “new look.” 


The great, overriding preoccupation 
of foreign policy makers in the old days 
was with the problem of how to avert 
local losses to Communism in situations 
where a “substantial overt act” did not 
justify the use of atomic weapons. This 
led to the expansion of conventional 
American military forces, to expensive 
aid programs, and to the extensive use 
of equally expensive propaganda oper- 
ations. 

The tendency now is to cut down on 
the weapons which work in the area of 
“the gap” below the level of justifica- 
tion for use of atomic weapons.

THE GLASS OF FASHION, Cecil Seaton. 

(Doubleday & Co., 397 pgs., .) 

Since Cecil Beaton has chosen to 
call his book “The Glass of Fashion,” 
we might as well go a step further 
and describe him as “the mold of 
form.” For Mr. Beaton is Britain's 
society photographer par excellence 
whose original talent with the camera 
has endeared him to the snobocracy on 
both sides of the Atlantic. No photo- 
graphs, however, grace this book; that 
side of his life was taken care of in his 
“Photobiography” a couple of years 
ago, In this new volume Mr. Beaton 
surveys “50 years of dress and decor,” 
illustrating his pages with his own at- 
tractive drawings. 


Our author grew up in the elegance 
of Edwardian England, and a nostalgic 
note of regret for those dear, dead days 
runs through all these pages. Although 
he has been a welcome guest in the 
fashionable salons of England, Europe 
and America all his 
life, things have 
never been quite 
the same as they 
were when he was 
young. What he de- 
scribes as “imper- 
manence and con- 
formity” are the 
“twin evils” of our 
day. He is espe- 
cially severe on his 
native Britain for 
the “bad design” of 
most things one 
buys there now. 

America fares

» hands. “It seems odd,” he notes, “that 


Americans, who adore individualism 
and are qyick to realize it, should have 
a drive towards conformity comparable 
with their urge to be different. Cer- 
tainly both in America and in Europe 
we have lost much of the innate sense 
of culture’that we once possessed.” 


The pages of the book are studded 
with glamorous names from the world 
of art and fashion. Mr. Beaton remi- 
nisces- of Diaghilev, the famed ballet 
impresario. “His way with waiters was 
as knowing as his way with a tempera- 
mental star.” He also admires our own 
Anita Loos, creator of “Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes,” as “the embodiment 
of cuteness.” To this day, he concedes, 
“her allure and chic have remained un- 
challenged.” Christian Dior he regards 
as “the ‘last of the great couturiers.” 
But then Mr. Beaton adores the Gallic 
touch. “In a sense,” he says, “we are 
all Frenchmen.” 


He comes to the conclusion that 
fashion, as it once was, is now almost 
non-existent. “Ladies of leisure have 
neither the breeding nor the darifig to 
become leaders of style as they once 
were.”

That was the most, 
and that was all, that the more 
determined and the more opti- 
mistic French authorities have 
ever hoped to accomplish by 
fighting on. - 

What has happened during 
the past four months is that the 
theory has been put to the test 
and has not worked.

Dr. Don C. Weir, associate 
peoresnor, of radiology, declared 

e had “no doubt that in the 


future we'll have an absolute, 
100 per cent cure for cancer,” 
Never Saw Smallpox Case. 
He drew an analogy between 
cancer and smallpox, remarking 
that although smallpox was for- 


-|merly an epidemic disease of 


tremendous proportions, he had 
not seen a single case in his 
18 years of practice. 

Among improved methods of 
treating cancer by X-ray and 
radium, he cited the technique 
of daily dosages instead of the 
old “hit-or-miss” practice of only 
one exposure. New and more

n evolved, Dr. Weix added, 


which can penetrate to a cancer 
area more easily without injur- 
ing mp gg “good” tissue. 


in surgery, emphasized the im- 
portance of thoroughly trained 
surgeons in the treatment of 
cancer. “Fifty years ago,” he 
remarked, “the average surgeon 
learned by his errors.” 


‘In addition, he said, improve- 
ments in anesthesia have permit- 
ted types of operations to be 
performed which early in the 
century would have had a mor- 
tality rate of 50 to 75 per cent. 

Dr. James L. Mudd, associate 
professor of clinical surgery, 


said that the Increase in cancer 
of the lung “has almost paral- 
leled the use of tobacco in the 
form of cigarettes.” 

He said “it hasn’t been proved” 
that cigarettes cause cancer, but 
added that “this is one of 
the possibilities we're thinking 
about.” Cigar and pipe smokers 
generally draw less irritant 
smoke into their lungs, he said, 
because their smoking habits are 
more leisurely. 


Dr. Herbert C. Wiegand, in- 
structor in internal medicine, 
described the uses of radio-ac- 
tive substances such as radio- 
phosphorus and radio - iodine, 


which can be employed as “liq- 
uid radiation” to destroy cancer- 


ous tissue. |

Blu- 
meyer in a letter to the Mayor 
yesterday said he approved and 
would recommend that the agen- 
cy take steps to this end. 

Some of the units in the Wen- 
dell Oliver Pruitt Homes, now 
under construction, and in the 
Joseph M. Darst Apartments, 
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to be started soon, could be 
equipped with special fittings 
for elderly persons, Blumeyer | 
said. He mentionetl hand grips | 
on the walls and non-slip bath- | 
room floors as features that | 
could be included in the design. | 

A public housing project en-| 
tirely for aged persons was con- | 
sidered by the St. Louis Housing | 
Authority two years ago, Blu-| 
meyer recalled, but the proposed 
site at Broadway and Fourth 
street was deemed unsuitable 
without redevelopment of the 
adjacent area. 

A number of cities, including | 
Boston, Detroit, Chicago, Provi- | 
dence and Cleveland, have taken | 
steps to provide housing for | 
older persons. New York state's 
division of housing earmarks 5) 
per cent of all units in state-| 
aided public housing projects | 
for elderly tenants. Los Angeles 
county has a Committee on'| 
Needs of the Aging. | 

A low-rent project in Mem- | 
phis, Tenn., has 88 one and two- | 
bedroom apartments set aside 
for the aged and for childless 
pairs. Four three-story build- 
ings contain units especially de- 
signed for elderly persons. They | 
provide privacy and quiet, and | 
eliminate climbing of stairs by | 
ramps running from galleries on | 
each floor down to the ground | 
level. 

The Massachusetts Legislature | 
has authorized a $5,000,000 pro- | 
gram which provides an annual 
subsidy of $125,000 to keep 
rentals low on dwellings for 
older persons. 

The state will guarantee the 
notes or bonds of local authori- 
ties that build the housing, up 
to $5,000,000.

- ‘THERE IS ONE THING about glasses that parents 
should be more than watchful about and that is having 
them checked regularly. Every six months, at least, a 
school child who wears glasses should go to the oculist 
and have them tested. They may be useless because the 
trouble that called for them has vanished. They may be 
useless because the trouble is still there and the child needs 
a change of treatment, new lenses. They may be bent or 
‘out of focus and they should be tightened and straightened. 
Wearing glasses that no longer suit the vision is as bad, 
if not worse, than not wearing them at all. 

Once a child has been fitted with glasses he’ should 
wear them regularly. The teacher should be told that he 
needs to wear them and asked to make a point of seeing 
that he does so. The teacher will be glad to help because 
good vision is essential to good school work.

THE GLASSES should be kept clean. Dust and finger 
marks on the lenses will blug the vision and that means 
additional eyestrain. The ear-pieces should be watched lest 
they become too tight, or too lose, and So allow the glasses 
to get out of focus. This may seem a lot of: bother, and 
it can be, but when a child's vision is at stake what is a 
little bother? 

One thing more. When word comes from school that 
it would be well to have the child's eyes tested for glasses, 
be careful about the person selected to do this expert work 
and make certain he knows what he is doing. Never, never 
buy ready-made glasses for a child, and never, never let 


—him_wear a pair that belonged to his sister or brother. 


Lincoln, the Stubborn Man of History 


| Carl Sandburg, in Hitherto Unpublishe d Essay, Writes of Martyred President in Bitter War Years 


N the time of the April lilacs 
J: the year 1865, a man in the 

City of Washington, D.C., 
trusted a guard to watch at a 
door, and the guard was care- 
less, left the door, and the man 
was shot, lingered a _ night, 
passed away, was laid in a box, 
and carried north and west a 
thousand miles; bells sobbed. 
cities wore crepe; people steod 
with hats off as the railroad 
burial car came past at mid- 
night, dawn or noon. 

During the four years of time 
before he gave up the ghost, 
this man was clothed with des- 
potic power, commanding the 
most powerful armies till then 
assembled in a modern warfare, 
enforcing drafts of soldiers, 
abolishing the right of habeas 
corpus, directing politically and 
spiritually the wild, massive 
forces loosed in civil war. 

Four billion dollars’ worth of 
property was taken from those 
who had been legal owners of 
it, confiscated, wiped out as by 
fire, at his instigation and exec- 
utive direction; a class of chat- 
tel property recognized as law- 
ful for 200 years went to the 
scrap pile. 


When the woman who wrote 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” came to 
see him in the White House, he 
greeted her, “So you're the little 
woman who wrote the book that 
made this great war,” and as 
they seated themselves at a fire- 
place, “I do love an open fire; I 
always had -one to home.” As 
they were finishing their talk of 
the days of blood, he said, “I 
shan’t last long after it’s over.” 

An Illinois Congressman look- 
ed in on him as he had his face 
lathered for a shave in the White 
House, and remarked, “If any- 
body had told me that in a great 
crisis like this the people were 
going out to a little one-horse 
town and pick out a one-horse 
lawyer for President, I wouldn't 
have believed it.” The answer 
was, “Neither would I. But it 


policy. I have simply tried to do 
what seemed best each day, as 
each day came.” 

“I don’t intend precisely to 
throw the Constitution over- 
board, but I will stick it in a 
hole if I can,” he told a Cabinet 
officer. The enemy was violat- 
ing the Constitution to destroy 
the Union, he argued, and 
therefore, “I will violate the 
Constitution, if necessary, to 
save the Union.” He instructed 
a messenger to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, “Tell him. not to 
bother himself about the Consti- 
tution. Say that I have that 
sacred instrument here at the 
White House, and I am guarding 
it with great care.” 


When he was renominated, it 
was. by the device of seating 
delegates from Tennesee, which 
gave enough added votes to seat 
favorable delegates from Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas, and from one county in 
Florida. Until late in that cam- 
paign of 1864, he expected to 
lose the November election; mili- 
tary victories brought the tide 
his way; the vote was 2,200,000 
for him and 1,800,000 against 
him. Among those who bitterly 
fought him politically, and ac- 
cused him of blunders or crimes, 
were Franklin Pierce, a former 
President of the United States; 
Horatio Seymour, the Governor 
of New York; Samuel F. B. 
Morse, inventor of the telegraph; 
Cyrus H. McCormick, inventor 
of the farm reaper; Gen. George 
B. McClellan, a Democrat who 
had commanded the Army of the 
Potomac; and the Chicago Times; 
a daily newspaper. In all its 
essential propositions the South- 
ern Confederacy had the moral 
support of powerful, respectable 
elements throughout the North,

While the luck of war wavered 
and broke and came again, as 
generals failed and campaigns 
were lost, he held enough forces 
of the Union together to raise 
new armies and supply them, 
until generals were found who 
made war as victorious war has 
always been made, with terror, 
frightfulness, destruction, and 
sacrifice past words of man to 
tell. 

A slouching, gray -headed 
poet, haunting the hospitals at 
Washington, characterized him 
as “the grandest figure on the 
crowded canvas of the drama of 


His own speeches, letters, 
telegrams, and official messages 
during that war form the most 
significant and enduring docu- 
ment from any one man on why 
the war began, why it went on, 
and the dangers beyond its end. 
He mentioned “the politicians,” 
over and again “the politicians,” 
with scorn and blame. As the 
platoons filed before him at a 
review of an army ‘corps, he 
asked, “What is to become of 
these boys when the war is 
over?” 

He was a chosen spokesman; 
yet there were times he was 
silent; nothing but silence could 
at those times have fitted a 
chisen spokesman; in the mixed 
shame and blame of the im- 
mense wrongs of two crashing 
civilizations, with nothing to 
say, he said nothing, slept not 
at all, and wept at those times 
in a way that made weeping 
appropriate, decent, majestic.

IS hat was shot off as he rode 
H along one night in Washing- 

ton; the son he loved died as 
he watched at the bed; his wife 
was accused of betraying infor- 
mation to the enemy, until de- 
nials from him were necessary; 
ltis best companion was a fine- 
hearted and brilliant son with a 
deformed palate and an impedi- 
ment of speech; when a Penn- 
sylvania Congressman told him 
the enemy had declared they 
would break into the city and 
hang him to a lamp he 
said he had considered “the vio- 
lent preliminaries” to such a 
scene; on his left thumb was a 
scar where an ax had nearly 
chopped the thumb off when he 
was a boy; over one eye was a 
scar where he had been hit with 
a club in the hands of a Negro 
trying to steal the cargo off a 
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tion, saying, “It is easier to ad- 
mit Nevada than to raise another 
million of soldiers.” At the same 
time he went to the office of 
a former New York editor, who 
had become Assistant Secretary 
of War, and said the votes of 
three Congressmen were wanted 
for the required three-quarters 
of votes in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, advising, “There are 
three that you can deal with bet- 
ter than anybody else. ... 
Whatever promise you make to 
those men, I will perform it.” 
And in the same week, he said 
to a Massachusetts politician 
that two votes were lacking, and, 
“Those two votes must be pro- 
cured. I leave it to you to de- 
termine how it shall be done; 
but remember that I am Presi- 
dent of the United States and 
clothed with immense power, 
and I expect you to procure 
those votes.” And while he was 
thus employing every last re- 
source and device of practical 
politics to constitutionally abol- 
ish slavery, the abolitionist Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher attacked him 
with javelins of scorn and de- 
testation in a series of editorials 
that brought from him the sin- 
gle comment, “Is thy servant a 
dog?” * 
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HEN the King of Siam sent 
W nim a costly sword of ex- 

quisite embellishment, and 
two elephant tusks, along with 
letters and a photograph of 
the King, he acknowledged 
the gifts in a manner as lavish 
as the Orientals. Addressing

With vast reservoirs of the 
comic and the droll, and not- 
withstanding a mastery of mirth 
and nonsense, he delivered a 
volume of addresses and letters 
of terrible and serious appeal, 
with import beyond his day, shot 
through here and there with far, 
thin ironics, with paragraphs 
having raillery of the quality 
of the Book of Job, and echoes 
as subtle as the whispers of 
wind in prairie grass. 

Perhaps no human clay-pot 
has held more laughter and 
tears. 


The facts and myths of his 
life are to be an American pos- 
session, shared widely over the 
world, for thousands of years, 
as the tradition of Knute or 
Alfred, Lao-tse or Diogenes, 
Pericles or Caesar, are kept.

He 
cashed the king of diamonds— 
gave a long look at East’s jack, 
and then finessed to dummy’s 
diamond eight. East won with 
the blank queen, and his shift 
to the 10 of clubs produced four 
more defensive tricks. 


South explained to his rather 
disgruntled partner that “East 
always false-carded when hold- 
ing the queen and jack of a 
suit; hence, when he actually 
played the jack, South had had 
every reason to feel that he 
didn’t have the queen.” 

South’s explanation was not 
very sound! The only consid- 
eration was to keep East off 
lead and prevent a club re- 
turn.
